and  will  be  served  by  the  central  cafeteria 
at  the  Towers. 

The  Deseret  Towers  provides  for  the 
housing  of  1 320  single  students,  two  to  a 
room,  and  the  new  structure  will  increase 
the  total  to  1548  in  the  future  six 
buildings.  The  present  buildings,  built  in 
1964,  are  comprised  of  two  girls’  and  three 
men’s  structures.  The  new  complex  will 
probably  house  men. 

ARCHITECTURE  SAME 

“Generally  the  new  structure  will  be 
similar  to  the  others,  but  there  will  be  a 
few  minor  changes  in  the  facility,”  said 
Carl  D.  Jones,  director  of  BYU  housing. 

The  new  low-rise  structure  in  the 
Helaman  Halls  group  will  accommodate 


234  girls.  The  entire  eight  residence  halls 
will  house  about  2000  students. 

The  first  five  the  Helaman  Halls  buildings 
were  constructed  for  men  in  1958,  and  the 
other  two  structures  built  for  women  were 
added  in  1 959.  The  new  Helaman  complex 
addition  will  also  be  completed  in  the  fall 
of  next  year,  and  will  be  served  by  the 
Cannon  Center  central  dining  room. 

“Despite  the  recent  extensive  private 
construction  of  apartments  in  the 
community,  the  new  buildings  are 
necessary  to  compensate  for  the  growing 
demand  for  housing,”  stated  Jones. 

He  also  asserted  there  is  a need  for 
board-and-room  type  accommodations  and 
stressed  the  need  for  continual 
development  of  BYU  housing. 


In  a recent  national  survey  made  by  one 
of  the  nations’s  universities  and  released  by 
BYU’s  Housing  Administration,  BYU  was 
reported  to  have  the  lowest  on-campus 
boarding  and  housing  rates  in  the 
comparison. 

The  survey  which  encompassed  50  of  the 
leading  campuses  throughout  the  nation 
showed  that  the  BYU  rates  were  among  the 
lowest  in  the  nation.  By  no  means  are  the 
facilities  at  BYU  cheap,  commented  Jones. 

“Our  facilities  for  housing  are  one  of 
the  finest  in  the  U.S.,  for  the  quality  and 
price,”  reminded  Jones. 

Reservations  in  the  6000  spaces  for 
on-campus  housing  already  are  being  filled 
for  the  next  fall  semester.

As  one  who  is  personally 
acquainted  with  the  Peace  and 
Freedom  movement,  I wish  to 
correct  certain  misinformation 
that  appeared  in  a UNIVERSE 
editorial  on  Nov.  21.  The 
editorialist  stated  that  the  Peace 
and  Freedom  Club  was  refused 
campus  recognition  in  spite  of 
acceptable  officers  and 
constituted  because  “the  national 
constitution  . . . supports  free  love 
and  indiscriminate  use  of 
contraceptives.” 

FREE  LOVE 

In  the  first  place,  there  is  no 
national  constitution  because 
there  is  no  national  Peace  and 
Freedom  Party.  There  are  only 
independent  state  and  local 
organizations  for  minority 
self-determination.  In  the  second 
place,  if  the  document  in  question 
is  the  state  platform  of  the  Utah 
Peace  and  Freedom  Party,  there  is 
no  statement  in  the  platform  in 
support  of  “free  love”  or 
“indiscriminate  use  of 
contraceptives”  (whatever  that 
means).  As  I recall,  there  is  a 
plank  requesting  the  state  to  make 
birth  control  information,  (etc.), 
more  freely  available,  but  since 
this  is  no  different  than  positions 
taken  by  leaders  of  both  national

There  was  a national  Peace  and 
Freedom  candidate  for  President. 
His  name  was  Eldridge  Cleaver. 
Here  is  an  excerpt  from  a 
congressional  report  on  the  new 
left  (The  New  Left  Committee 
Report  Committee  on  the 
Judiciary  90th  Congress  2nd 
Session  October  9,  1968  p.  34-5.). 

CONVICT  CLEAVER 

“Ex-convict  Eldridge  Cleaver,  the 
Black  Panthers’  “Minister  of 
Information”  and  presidential 
nominee  of  the  Peace  and 
Freedom  Party,  explained  his 
revolutionary  goals  to  a group  of 
San  Francisco  lawyers: 

“America  is  up  against  the  wall. 
This  whole  apparatus,  this 
capitalistic  system  and  its 
institutions  and  police  ...  all  need 
to  be  assigned  to  the  garbage  can 
of  history  and  I don’t  give 
a who  doesn’t  like  it.  If  we 
can’t  have  it,  nobody’s  gonna  have 
it.  We’d  rather  provoke  a 
situation  . . . that  will  disrupt 
cities  and  the  economy  so  that  the 
enemies  of  America  could  come  in 
and  pick  the  gold  teeth  of  these 


For  the  Latter-day  Saint,  an 
unflinching  one  or  two  years  of 
reforming  and  rehabilitating  the 
residents  of  our  national  slums  is 
not  the  only  alternative  open  as 
we  strive  to  be  brothers  to  all 
men.  As  far  as  it  is  evident  to  us, 
the  intension  of  Dr.  Warner’s 
comment  should  not  be  supposed 
to  carry  connotations  of  scorn  at 
all,  but  rather  of  additional 
possibility.

TRUTH  STANDS  ALONE 
Editor: 

Dean  J.  Elliot  Cameron’s 
comment  that  “there  is  room  for 
legitimate  dissent  at  BYU,”  needs 
further  consideration.  Perhaps  his 
statement  would  be  true  if  one 
defines  “legitimate  dissent”  as  the 
audience  to  any  idea,  person,  or 
cause  that  completely  agrees  with 
the  administration’s  one-sided 
presuppositions.  However,  under 
such  a definition,  dissent  is  no 
longer  dissent,  but  merely 
adherence  and  conformity  to 
established  traditions. 

True  dissent  and  controversy  are 
seldom  found  at  BYU.  This  is  for 
several  reasons.  First,  the 
administration  (and  some  of  the 
faculty)  insist  upon  spoon-feeding 
and  sheltering  their  students  from 
any  concept  that  might  disturb  the 
intellectual  stagnation  of  then- 
minds.  Second,  because  much  of 
the  church’s  dogma  and  tradition 
are  held  divine,  they  gain 
absolution  from  most  forms  of 
debate  or  controversy  on  an 
intellectual  basis.  Under  the  BYU 
educational  system,  intellectual 
inquiry  can  proceed  only  as  long  as 


Babylonian  pigs  . . . The  right  to 
revolution  can’t  be  taken  from  the 
people ...  We  can  go  nowhere 
unless  we  have  the  right  to  defend 
ourselves  against  the  pig 
cops  . . . (Newsweek,  Sept.  16, 
1968).” 

CHEAP  ABORTIONS 

This  is  the  image  put  forth  by 
the  Peace  and  Freedom  boys  as 
their  Presidential  candidate. 

About  the  indiscriminate  use  of 
contraceptives  and  free  love,  the 
Utah  Peace  and  Freedom  Platform 
for  1968  states  the  position: 

“We  further  endorse  the 
following  resolutions: 

5.  Women  should  have  complete 
control  over  their  own  bodies. 
This  means  (a)  the  dissemination 
of  birth-control  information  aid 
devices  free  of  charge  by  the  state 
to  all  women  desiring  them;  (b) 
the  availability  of  competently 
performed  inexpensive  medical 
abortion  of  all  women  who  so 
desire.” 

Ok,  Dave,  these  are  the  facts. 
The  cleverly-written  statements 
avoid  the  absolute  declaration  of 
free  love,  but  the  implication  is 
written  in  headline-size  type. 
Indiscriminate  use  of 
contraceptives  is  not  specifically 
mentioned,  either;  however,  a 
definite  stand  on  abortions  is 
stated. 

I believe  you  will  find  upon 
investigation  a Peace  and  Freedom 
Club  will  be  refused  recognition 
on  this  campus  under  that  name, 
because  of  the  implication  of 
association  with  a group  espousing 
decidedly  different  viewpoints 
from  those  of  the  Gospel.

What's  Wrong 
On  Campuses

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Student  violence  is  erupting  again— this  time  at  San  Francisco  | 
College  where  militant  students  are  demanding  reform  and  are  pud  i 
their  course  of  action  in  a very  non-democratic  process. 

But  these  riotous  students  and  rebellious  professors  are  on- 
symptom  of  a deep  sickness  that  is  crippling  U.S.  college  campuses* 
The  causes?  Dr.  John  A.  Geddes  of  the  University  of  California  at 
Diego  lists  several  that  make  sense: 

1.  “Higher  education  should  not  concentrate,  as  it  is  now  dob? 
many  cases,  on  teaching  the  liberal  Democratic  and  left-wing  ana  i: 

2.  “Political-social  value  systems  are  transmitted  formally  througf 
academic  departments  of  the  humanities  and  social  sciences,  and  in 
structured  ways  through  the  student  affabs  bodies  on  cam 
Informally,  they  may  be  transmitted  by  any  professor  abinl 
personal  views  either  in  praise  or  criticism  of  some  value  system 
person  representing  it.” 

LIBERALS  DOMINATE 
A survey  taken  of  two  colleges  in  San  Diego  showed  the  faculty 
represented  by  80  to  95  per  cent  registered  Democrats  and  five  per 
Republicans. 

Is  this  a problem? 

Only  in  the  sense  that  one  party,  traditionally  liberal,  dominates! 
campuses.  According  to  Dr.  Geddes,  the  liberal  wing  has  emerged 
the  radical  left  and  the  result  has  been  a one-sided  power  play  in 
form  of  sit-ins,  demonstrations  and  absurd  demands  by  leftist 
remove  administrators,  appoint  people  who  champion  then  cause 
change  legislative  practices  on  campus  to  meet  then  conveniences. 

“The  absence  of  a vocal,  traditional  balance  on  campus  means  th§ 
no  counterbalance  to  the  beliefs  of  the  leftists,”  says  Dr.  Geddes. 

3.  “Most  campuses  are  devoid  of  any  active  anti-Communist  gr< 
The  opposition  and  criticism  that  students  should  be  hearing  to  cou 
what  the  leftists  tell  them  does  not  exist.  The  minority  of  fal 
holding  conservative  beliefs  are  generally  reluctant  to  speak  out.  J 
fear  for  then  jobs  or  the  censure  of  then  colleagues.” 

DISCRIMINATION 
Conservative  faculty  members  are  usually  discriminated  agaj 
That’s  hard  to  believe-especially  for  a student  who  is  attending 
But  it  is  a fact  that  if  certain  conservative  people  have  as  stril 
view  about  then  political  values  as  many  liberals  have  about  then! 
are  outspoken,  they  are  usually  not  permitted  to  join  departments, 
“The  whole  area  of  political-social  values  on  campus  is  confusfl 
semantics.  Liberal  Democrats  admit  they  have  then  extreme  lef| 
but  argue  that  the  Republicans  have  then  rightists  (meai 
conservatives)  who  are  just  as  bad.” 

This  idea*  according  to  Dr.  Geddes,  is  probably  believed  by  left 
Democrats  and  some  Republicans.  It  badly  misrepresents  the  defini’  11 
of  arrangements  by  which  political  power  is  distributed.” 

“The  rightist,  or  Fascist  political  ideology  is  as  totalitarian  as 
leftist.  Both  believe  that  a small  clique  should  control  the  sourct 
political  power.  Leftists  say  the  government  should  hold  econo  . 
power  in  a socialistic  system.  Rightists  say  it  should  be  held 
relatively  few  individuals  in  the  style  of  a monopoly. 

CONSERVATIVE  PHILOSOPHY 
“The  conservative  believes  in  a wide  distribution  of  power  a 
citizens  through  a republican  form  of  representative  government, 
believes  in  the  democratic  process  and  a relatively  free  economy  w| 
foundation  is  private  ownership.  He  is  against  a monopoly  of  a 
private  owners  on  the  one  hand,  or  of  the  government  on  the  other.

By  any  standard,  “And  They 
Shall  Be  Gathered”  is  worth 
seeing. 

Unlike  ‘The  Brothers,”  the  cast 
of  “Gathered”  was  able  to  act 
well  because  of  their  script  rather 
than  in  spite  of  it. 

Martin  L.  Kelly  has  written  a 
realistic  and  involving 
play -realistic  in  its  avoidance  of 
the  faith-healing  syndrome  and 
involving  in  its  insight  of  a family 
that  loves. 

The  cast  portrays  this  love  and 
realism  as  well  as  Martin  Kelly 
writes  it.  David  A.  Else  as  Sarkis  is 
as  convincing  a lover  as  he  is  a 
convert,  and  seems  to  be  the 
impetus  for  the  cohesiveness  of 
the  cast. 

Barta  Lee  Heiner  is  a charming 
and  humorous  mother  with  just 
the  right  touch  of  pathos.  The 
only  difficulty  in  her  portrayal  of 
Maryam  is  her  accent.  It  is  so 
authentic  that  she  makes  the  rest 
of  the  cast  sound  like  Americans 
abroad. 

Melanie  Miller  as  Sarkis’  young 
wife  isn’t  able  to  achieve  the 


depth  that  David  Else  does,  but 
still  gives  a pleasing  performance. 

In  fact,  the  only  real  weakness 
is  in  the  missionaries.  Both  Elder 
Taylor  and  Elder  Price  are 
cardboard  characters,  stiff  and 
self-conscious. 

And  as  Guilizar,  Penny  Viglione 
gives  almost  a Halloween  effect  by 
being  so  venomous.  Tony  Feliz, 
Suzanne  Shaver,  Norlan  Jacobs 
and  Timothy  W.  Gilbride  are  all 
effective  in  their  roles. 

The  script  itself  is  a nice  story 
verging  on  tear-jerking  at  times, 
but  it  manages  to  come  off 
without  a soap-opera  effect.

Game  Set 


A special  flag  football  game  has 
been  arranged  between  Rangely 
College  of  Colorado  and  the  BYU 
53rd  Ward,  winners  of  the  recent 
BYU  Intramural  football 
championship.  The  game  will  be 
held  tomorrow  at  2 p.m.  on  the 
Helaman  Halls  field  and  will  be 
played  regardless  of  weather 
conditions. 


According  to  Ron  Swapp  of  the 
Intramural  office,  there  has  been 
some  additional  basketball 
scheduling  for  tomorrow’s  games. 


Two  games  in  as  many  days  will 
test  BYU’s  depth,  which  is  exactly 
what  the  team  wants. 

“Except  for  Utah,  which  gave 
us  a good  game,  there  hasn’t  been 
any  test  of  this  team’s  ability,” 
said  Coach  Bill  Forrest.  “We’re 
looking  for  some  stiff 
competition.”

In  Tennis 

The  finest  collection  of  tennis 
stars  ever  to  play  in  Provo  will  be 
on  display  next  week  at  BYU’s 
first  annual  indoor  invitational  in 
the  Cougars’  new  indoor  facility. 

Name  players  from  the  West 
Coast  will  be  among  the  32  singles 
players  who  will  be  participating 
in  the  tourney  which  is  scheduled 
for  Dec.  12-13-14. 

“We  have  had  some  fine 
performers  play  in  Provo  before,” 
said  BYU  tennis  coach  Wayne 
Pearce,  “But  this  will  be  the  finest 
selection  of  amateurs  we  have  ever 
attracted  to  our  local  courts.” 

Tops  among  the  individuals 
invited  to  participate  is  Ray 
Barth,  the  number  one  player  on 
the  UCLA  team.  Barth  is  just  one 
of  several  tennis  players  who  rank 
among  the  top  ten  in  the  college 
ranks. 

Another  favorite  will  be 
Zdravko  Mincek,  the  Cougars’ 
number  one  performer  and  a 
member  of  Yugoslavia’s  Davis  Cup 
team.  Zdravko  will  join  half  a 
dozen  other  BYU  players  as 
entrants  in  the  indoor  meet. 

The  BYU  Indoor  will  also 
attract  several  standout 
performers  from  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference.  Heading  the 
WAC  group  is  Brian  Cheney, 
former  conference  champion  from 
Arizona.
